There are many things that would 
improve conditions in this town and 
the surrounding territory, but the one 
defect which impresses itself most 
forcibly upon our mind at this time is 
the lack of unanimity and cohesive¬ 
ness in social agairs.

As we begin, so do we invariably 
end. If we cultivate a spirit of aloof¬ 
ness and exclusiveness in the days 
of our youth, then we must expect 
that in the ripeness of old age others 
will maintain the barrier that sep¬ 
arates us to the end. 

The joys and pleasures of youth are 
easy to acquire, but as time silvers 
our locks they are more difficult to 
obtain. 

The person who adheres to an ex¬ 
clusive clique to-day may find that 
to-morrow the integral parts have 
drifted away and that other doors are 
closed. And it is then that the gray¬ 
ness of thi' winter of life is brought 
home to the one who lives in the be¬ 
ginning and forgets the other end. 

We all have our good qualities and 
our faults, some more pronounced 
than others. None of us are ever per¬ 
fect, for we are but human and are 
of the same clay. 

Let us thi'u remember that life of 
to-morrow will be just as we shape 
our beginning to-day. 

Let us bear in mind that the end of 
the string may be sharp and strong 
and virile, or that it may be old and 
worn and frazzled. 

Life, like the string, has a begin¬ 
ning and an end, and the end must 
inevitably pay for the omissions of 
the beginning. 

Those who cultivate friendships in 
the summer of youth will find that in 
the decline of life others will cleave 
to them, and that the mellowness of 
old age will be filled with joy instead 
of being saddened by sorrows and re¬ 
grets. 

In our intercourse with one an¬ 
other, friends, let us remember that 
each day we are approaching the 
other end of life, and that the end 
will be in accordance with the pre¬ 
cepts and policies of the beginning. 

Let us make this a community of 
friends, and not merely of acquaint¬ 
ances. 

Let us transform the gray winter of 
life into a perpetual sunshine of sum¬ 
mer. 

Let us begin to-day.

I expect to publish in the not dis¬ 
tant future a book on “Old San Fran¬ 
cisco,” which will not be a formal his¬ 
tory, but an accurate, comprehensive 
and sympathetic chronicle of the old 
city, from the advent of the padres 
down to the disaster of 1916. 

San Francisco has such a romantic 
history, and the stirring events con¬ 
nected with the building of the city 
are so keenly interesting, that a book 
of this character cannot fail to be of 
widespread interest. The book will 
contain chronicles of the famous old 
clubs, descriptions of historic cafes 
and other interesting notes gleaned 
from many sources. As far as is 
possible the romance and glamour of 
the old days will be made vivid and 
real to the present-day reader. 

The text will be written by Michael 
Williams, who for many years has 
been well and favorably known for 
his stories dealing with the city. He 
expects to make it a special part of 
his program to interview many of 
those to whom the chronicle of Old 
San Francisco is a living and per¬ 
sonal matter, because of their own 
participation therein, or because of 
the participation of their families and 
fiends; also he will draw liberally 
upon the standard sources of informa¬ 
tion concerning the history of the 
city. 

The work will not confine itself en¬ 
tirely to the romantic aspects of San 
Francisco, but will also deal solidly 
and thoroughly with the history of 
those institutions whiih have become 
part and parcel of the metropolis, and 
much will naturally be said of the 
men and women who made these in¬ 
stitutions possible. 

The book will be profusely and 
beaautifully illustrated with interest¬ 
ing and characteristic views of Old 
San Francisco, and many of these 
views will be printed in color. 

The typography and binding will be 
planned and carried ont by John 
Henry Nash, who is widely known for 
the making of fine books. All details 
connected with the binding, printing 
and illustrating will be carefully 
studied and every effort will be made 
to make the work a beautiful and 
noteworthy publication. 

The present appears to be an emi¬ 
nently fitting and proper time to pub¬ 
lish a voolume of thiss character, be¬ 
fore the memory of the old city has 
entirely disappeared; and I sincerely 
trust that it will be understood and 
appreciated, not only by those who 
have a personal interest in San Fran¬ 
cisco, but also by all of those to whom 
the charm of days gone by makes an 
irresistible appeal.

Prior to the American revolution and 
during the revolution and during the 
war of 1812, there existed many' socie¬ 
ties, social and patriotic, known as 
"Sons of Liberty,” "Red Men” and Ta- 
mina societies.

The United States chamber of com¬ 
merce, which is composed of over a 
thousand chambers of commerce from 
every part of the country, wants the 
interstate commerce commisssion to 
investigate the wages of all railway 
employes. This announcement was 
made June 13th when P. A. Wheeler, 
chairman of a United States chamber 
committee, addressed the conference 
of railway managers and repre¬ 
sentatives of the four brotherhoods, 
meeting in New York to discuss the 
demands of trainmen and enginemen 
for a change in hours and pay. \ 
Wheeler announced a United States j 
chamber of commerce referendum for j 
an investigation of the wage ques- j 
tion, which was carried by a vote of 
981 to 30, and said the chamber had 
concluded that the matter was of such 
vital interest to the public that the j 
commission ought to investigate the 
entire situation, taking into considera- 1 
tion, not the wages of trainmen and 
enginemen alone, but the pay of all 
employes in railway service. He 
appealed to ootli sides to reach some 
agreement, whereby a strike vote 
would not be required, and asked the 
brotherhood representatives to con¬ 
sider the welfare of all railway em- | 
ployes, that whatever wage benefits j 
might be granted might be shared by 
all railroad men, instead of the one- 
fifth represented by the men in train 
and engine service. 

The conference between the rail- i 
road managers and brotherhood rep- 

. I 

resentatives nearly came to a break 
June 12th, when the railroads do- j 
dared that if the trainmen and en- , 
ginemen insisted on an eight-hour I 
day, their demand would be con¬ 
sidered on condition that if they be 
paid on an eight-hour day basis they 
be required to work the eight hours. 
As it is now a trainman or engineman 
is guaranteed a day’s pay regardless 
of whether he works one hour or the 
full day, as soon as he is called for 
duty. The brotherhood representa- i 
tives want this agreement to remain 
in effect, and declared if the roads 
tried to abolish it, the conference 
might just as well be called off.
